graces the spot where "Old Twenty-
five” stood.

This fine new bullding was completed
during the summer of "84, and In Sep-
tember of the same year wag apened
for educational purposes, A short time
thereafter, through the efforts of My
J. U, Hopewell, of the Providence Reg-
Ister. & “clock and bell fund” was
started, and sufficient money having
been  subscribed by the eltizens of
Yrovidence, on New Year's eve the
gweet toneg of the bell were heard from
the tower of No, 25 welcoming the in-

coming veny, The follawing week this
biell, which cost 3248, was formally pre-
gentad to the board of control und the
residenty of the Norvth End.

The clock wae algg orderegd, but the
nmount of money then  subscribed
wonld not warrant sending for it at
